TRE HALF-YEAR’S TRADE. 

(Daily Neus, 9th July.) 

In the aggregate tho value of .goods 
exported from the United, Kingdom during 
the past half-year amounted to no less 
than 118,987,9431., being ‘an incroace upon 
tho corresponding perind of last year of 
6,269,9981,, which ia at the -rate of more 
than 54 per cent. greater than last year. 
This is altogether satisfactory, for the first 
half of last'yeat yielded an increase on tho 
corresponding raturo inthe. year 1887 at 
tho rate of 8 per'cent., so.that the increase 
compares -well with inoreased returns last, 
year, and it may. also ba mentioned that.sv 
long sgo ae the first half of 1887 the Board 
of Trade returns. of exports -had bogun.ta 
‘show. increases after the previous period of 
stagnation in commerce, It does‘ not 
appear that we have yet got to the crest of 


the wave, although trade has been quietly | -

years. The increased exports of British 
gonds have necessitated angmented, im:
